ELECTRIC FLOOR WARMING 

Floor warming is a very satisfactory form of low temperature 
radiant heating which offers considerable advantages over other 
forms of continuous heating in many present-day conditions. It is 
generally acknowledged that the air temperature necessary for 
comfort decreases as the proportion of radiant heat increases: the 
effect is especially noticeable with a heated floor because warm feet 
and a cool head are very desirable conditions for health and comfort 
The proportion of radiant heat emitted by a warmed floor is 
greater than that obtained from a hot water radiator system and 
so a lower air temperature will suffice; heat loss through walls and 
ceilings is accordingly reduced. This saving is enhanced and 
personal comfort improved by the fact that there is a satisfactory 
temperature gradient; the air temperature at the ceiling is often 
less than at floor level (see Fig. 1). In consequence, the excessive air 
movement characteristic of convection heating is eliminated and 
with it the tendency for stains to occur on walls and ceilings. 
Floor Warming Principles 

It is well known that concrete is a ‘cold material’; a room with 
concrete walls, floor and ceiling has to be heated for a long time 
before it becomes warm. At first, it is impossible to produce condi- 
tions of comfort no matter how much the air temperature is raised; 
but when the concrete has been warmed, the occupants of the room 
will be comfortable with a comparatively low air temperature 

The time taken to warm the concrete shows that, in addition to 
its poor insulating properties, concrete has a large capacity for 
heat. This characteristic is utilised in electric floor warming to 
enable current to be taken during the night when the reduced load 
on the power stations enables electricity to be supplied at a lower 
price. In this way the floor is filled with heat during the night and 
the building or room is warm first thing in the morning, ready for 
the day’s work. The amount of heat a concrete floor will hold 
depends basically on its thickness, area and maximum permissible 
surface temperature. The thickness depends generally on structural 
requirements; the area is that of the whole room or building and 
the maximum surface temperature is generally 75°F., although 
there are cases where 80°F. may not be too hot. 

The warm floor will continue to give heat to its surroundings as 
long as they are at a lower temperature than its surface; the 
greater the temperature difference the more rapidly will the stored 
heat be dissipated. As the temperature of the room approaches 
that of the floor surface, heat emission diminishes and the floor 
loses comparatively little heat until the electricity is automatically 
switched on again 

If the building has adequate thermal capacity, 1.e. if it is of 
really ‘solid’ construction, it will store enough heat to enable 
electricity to be taken at night only (usually from 7 p.m. to 7 a.m.), 
at an ‘off-peak’ rate where this is available. If it is not possible 
to obtain all the heating requirements of a building from the floor 
or floors, the balance can readily be made up with any of the 
conventional types of heater. 

Structural Insulation 

As with all methods of warming buildings, good structural insu- 

lation will give better results and lower running and installation 











costs, for the simple reason that the heat losses are lower and so 























less heat is needed to keep the building warm. In the case of two- 
storey houses, a warm ground floor usually transmits sufficient 
heat to the first floor rooms to render only occasional topping up 
necessary, especially if the first floor ceiling is well insulated. A 








concrete floor slab resting on the ground should be insulated as 
shown in Fig. 3, as the heat losses at the edges of the slab may 
amount to as much as 30% of the total. Continuation of the edge 
insulation under the heated floor in the form of a perimeter strip 
about 2 ft. in width is of advantage; the heat loss downwards is at 
its lowest in the centre of the slab.

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Electric Floor Warming Systems 

There are three electric systems in use, the cables (of specially 
determined resistances to suit the heat output required) are either 
laid in a conduit of semi-circular section (System A) or simply 
buried in the concrete. In all cases they are laid on top of the 
surface concrete and covered by 1} to 3 inches of dense concrete 
screed according to the floor finish: see Figs. 3, 4and 5. System A is 
a patented one which has been widely used; it works at mains 
voltage, the cables being drawn into the conduits from shallow 
troughs (Figs. 2, 4 and 5). When the heating cables are embedded in 
the screed, two methods can be used; in one (System B) an insula- 
ted cable with a metal or plastic sheath working at mains voltage 
is used; in the other (System C) bare galvanised iron wire is used as 
the heating element, fed at low voltage from a transformer (Fig. 3 

In all three systems the electrical loading generally varies be- 


tween 10 and 124 watts per square foot of floor area to be warmed, 
according to the usage of the building, its thermal capacity and 
insulation and the periods when off-peak electricity is taken 

The principal advantages of electric floor warming are: low 
capital cost of installation and simplification of building due to the 
elimination of the chimney stack, access for fuel supply, boiler 


house, fuel store, pipe ducts, etc.: no labour is needed to run the 
installation, no dirt or dust is produced and no maintenance is 
required: the walls and floors are completely unobstructed: parti- 
tion walls can be adjusted after completion without interference 
with the heating system: internal decorations last much longer: 
greater comfort conditions are provided: the operating costs are 
reasonable, especially for buildings which are in continuous use, or 
are occupied for long periods at a time 
Control of Electric Installations 

In small domestic installations, temperature control is by 
ordinary room thermostats, one to each circuit; unless conditions 
of usage vary considerably, it is not necessary to have a separately 
controlled circuit for each room. Further economy in operation 
may be obtained by fitting manual control switches to each circuit 
so that the electricity may be switched on or off as required. The 
control of a large installation is more complex and specialist 
advice should be obtained; a system of thermostats which take 
both inside and outside conditions into consideration is usually 
employed. This is particularly satisfactory where long or con- 
tinuous usage occurs and it results in reduced running costs 
Drying Out the Structure 

As the heating cables are laid at an early period of the con- 
struction it is possible to switch on the heat and so begin to dry 
out the structure as soon as it is roofed in and glazed, the advan- 
tages of this gentle heat being quite remarkable. All buildings of 
normal construction contain large quantities of water which are 
by this means steadily expelled and not allowed to accumulate 
Equilibrium is not usually reached, however, until the end of the 
first heating season, when the consumption of electricity drops to 
the level which would be expected from the heat loss calculations 
and external temperature conditions. The excessive shrinkage of 
joinery and timber floors often experienced does not occur if the 
building has been gently dried out as described 
Floor Finishes 

Most of the finishes generally used on a solid concrete floor are 
suitable when electric floor warming is installed: wood strip and 
blocks should be laid temporarily in place for a few days on the 
warmed floor so that they may attain the optimum moisture con- 
tent before laying. Stone, tiles and terrazzo are very suitable, but 
mastic finishes are not recommended. Rugs and carpets as used in 


most houses and flats, do not affect the heat output of the floor.

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HERE are 219,000 houses in the County of

proper conversion. The L.C.C.’s view 
that “improvements of groups of such houses 
would not have the desired effect unless the locality 
generally is adequately supplied with local open 
space and other amenities.” 

The L.C.C.’s prototype scheme for the Brandon 
Estate, Southwark (shown overleaf) provides for a 
dovetailing of new blocks with existing buildings in 
a way which shows considerably more imagination 
than the usual type of post-war housing schemes, 


is 


in which large blocks of flats erected on blitz areas 
have little to commend them except the improved 


standards of accommodation of their 
which, of course, is a great deal. 

But the appearance of London has been changing 
from a lowish, stock-brick and slate-roofed city of 
terrace houses and pleasant squares to a depressing 
environment of medium-high blocks mostly with 
balcony access and devoid of charm. They represent 
the base solution of the problem of rehousing poor, 
densely populated areas—a sort of Commissioner’s 
Gothic in domestic architecture. 

The Brandon Estate proposals go very much 
further in planning skill, while recognizing the 
“vital importance of making the best possible use 
of the nation’s older but structurally sound houses ” 
as Mr. Duncan Sandys has urged, the conversion 
of which takes no more land away and whose roads, 
public services, shops and pubs are already there. 
Another advantage is that the residents will continue 
to live in their accustomed surrroundings and will 
not have to spend more on travel to work. 

The Brandon Estate has streets which will be 
demolished, but there are also houses which have 
survived from the time when they were occupied by 
the fairly well-to-do, but pre-date the amenities 
that are considered essential today—like baths, proper 
kitchen equipment and modern heating appliances, 
which are now to be provided in the L.C.C. scheme

EXPERIMENTAL

The prototype plan has another improvement 
which deserves to be studied and emulated by the 
local authorities and private developers, namely, the 
retention of the traditional London Square feature 
and also a great deal of additional open space, which, 
since the site adjoins a park, allows for a penetration 
of grass and trees into the built-up area in place of 
the usual abrupt frontier. 

There are many who will question the wisdom of 
so much public space round the dwellings. Will the 
ratepayers object to the cost of upkeep? Can the 
cockney children learn not to pull down or up 
everything they can lay hands on ? etc 

The L.C.C. may well have to contribute towards 
the cost of upkeep and will have to take a long- 
term view of hooliganism. After all, cannot 
design our environment in terms of dead-end kids 
This scheme will outlive both this nuisance and also 
the smog-laden atmosphere that will tarnish it at first. 

The overspil] resulting from this more open- 
planning will be absorbed by the higher blocks of 
new flats which include the now familiar 11-storey 
point blocks arranged in their usual formation along 
the edge of the park. The estate will be within the 
136 p.p.a, 2-density zone and is the precursor of 
several more similar schemes for sites in Paddington 
and Islington. Work on conversion Start at 
once and on the new blocks in about eighteen months. 
London has for a long time consisted of a pateh- 
work of highly individual districts, and its fascination 
lies in its surprises. Monotony used to develop 
only on the outskirts but has since threatened to 
invade the inner zones. The L.C.C. oases of Lans- 
bury, Brandon and the others to come, need to be 
emulated by the other boroughs for the benefit of what 
Mr. Hayward, Leader of the L.C.C., has called 
“cockneys whom wild horses would not entice to 
New or Expanded Towns.” 

The fact that the population of the County has 
dropped since 1953 from 3,343,000 to 3,322,000 should 
favour this type of neighbourhood.

GOOD NEWS FROM KEB 


One of Sir David Eccles’ less good ideas when he was 
Minister of Works was to use the parabolic arches which 
decorated the Mall for the Coronation as the bones of a 
new Palm house at Kew Gardens. The existing house, 
designed by Decimus Burton, was pronounced to be un- 
safe and irreparable some long time ago and has been 
closed to the public ever since. The Ministry of Works 
produced a design for a new house incorporating the 
Coronation arches. It was not a beautiful building and 
I and a number of other people said so loudly and asked 
for reconsideration of the idea. Now comes the good 
news that a further careful survey of the existing house 
has shown that it can be repaired and made safe for a 
considerable time. I hope that the work will be put in 
hand without delay, and that the arches will be cut up for 
scrap. 


BAD NEWS FROM BRIGHTON 
Last summer, and indeed in the previous year, I com-

mented on the continuous struggle waged in the Brighton 
Town Council between the Pavilion Committee and the 
Publicity Committee on the subject of the utilization of 
the Royal Pavilion. The Pavilion Committee is composed 
of enlightened people who see the Pavilion as a historic 
building and a setting for a splendid annual exhibition of 
furniture, pictures and objets d’art. The Committee, with 
the help and tremendous enthusiasm of the Pavilion’s 
curator, has, since the war, produced some outstanding 
exhibitions, and has, each year, shown the building in 
better and better condition as the result of most careful 
cleaning and scholarly restoration. An annually increasing 
number of visitors has visited these Regency exhibitions. 
Most of the architectural glories of Brighton are steadily 
waning, although there are still many fine squares, ter- 
races and buildings. The Aquarium, once a national 
wonder, is now woefully dilapidated. The Royal Pavilion 
alone continues to uphold the traditions of Brighthelm- 
stone and to attract the discerning to Brighton. 

Against this distinguished background the Publicity 
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Committee sees the Pavilion as nothing more than the 
largest assembly hall in the town, which can, at best 
inconveniently and at considerable cost, be converted to 
house the doubtfully important deliberations of national 
and international conferences. Furthermore, the Publicity 
Committee wishes to hold banquets in the banqueting 
room. Those who have seen the room set out for a 
Regency dinner may reflect on the same room set for a 
contractors’ three-course dinner (with chicken), tickets 25s, 
excluding wines and cigars. The Publicity Committee 
naturally is concerned with attracting people to the town 
so that the tradespeople may remove from them the maxi- 
mum amount of money in the shortest time. But most of 
those who visit Brighton are not the type to visit the 
Pavilion. Visitors to the Pavilion often go to Brighton for 
that purpose alone. The Pavilion, therefore, attracts its 
own public. The Publicity Committee does not seem to 
understand this and prefers to try to attract conferences 
during some of the months normally allotted to the 
Regency exhibition. At the same time, as far as I can see, 
it proposes to take over the banqueting room permanently. 
At a Council meeting last week the Publicity Com- 
mittee won its fight—at least for the time being. Lovers 
of the Royal Pavilion, and indeed all cultured people, will 
sympathize with the Pavilion Committee and especially 
with the excellent Mr. Musgrave. I feel sure they will 
agree with me, however, that in listening to, and being 
persuaded by, the worldly arguments of the Publicity Com- 
mittee, the Brighton Town Council has made a bad 
decision which is neither in the interest of their town nor 
of the country as a whole. The correct course is perfectly 
clear. If a building for conferences is required, Brighton 
should build one. The Royal Pavilion is not, in any case, 
an ideal place for such gatherings, but it is one of the 
outstanding show places in the country. 


LIVERPOOL REVISITED 


I took a day off last week to visit the Liverpool University 


Architectural Society and to talk to its members. I have 
done this before, and enjoyed myself just as much this time 
as I did four years ago. The politeness and attentiveness 
of the officers of the Society knew no bounds and might 
be taken as a model by some of the allied societies of the 
R.I.B.A. which I have visited as a lecturer in the last 
few years. 

I did not have time to see much new Liverpool archi- 
tecture but if the small quantity which I saw was any 
indication things there are bad. In the school I saw a 
fourth-year subject—a university club—hung for criti- 
cism, and was greatly impressed both with the many 
imaginative solutions of the problem on a difficult site 
and, perhaps even more, with the very highly polished 
presentation of many of the schemes. There was not 
one slovenly set of drawings and many were truly remark- 
able. Stuck on mechanical tints and tracing material 
coloured on the reverse side and filled over drawings 
gave a sparkle which compelled attention. One student 
had produced what amounted to 3D drawings by a pro- 
cess of collage whereby the walls and other features stood 
out from the paper. It was a most lively display. 

Returning to London by one of British Railways crack 
expresses, the Red Rose, I was nearly frozen solid. I 
arrived only a few minutes before time, could not find 
a non-smoking compartment and had to be content with 
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the extension of the first-class dining car. I soon dis- 
covered why that particular part was vacant. Although 
it was a new coach the sliding door was too stiff for 
mere passengers to close. The heating never really got 
going, and although I changed my seat three umes I 
could not get warm even in the front coach. The dining 
car itself was devoid of all heating on one side. The 
train went very fast but arrived 20 minutes late. I would 
have preferred more heat and less speed.

THE SIZE OF TRADE LITERATURI 

On this page and elsewhere I have for years steadily 
campaigned for standardization in the sizes of trade 
literature and catalogues. The B.S.I. produced Standard 
1311 for building industry literature in 1946. Many 
manufacturers adopted it—many did not—but gradually 
more and more are doing so. The Building Centre 
requires all its exhibitors to provide information sheets 
to B.S. size, the Standard Catalogue Company now pro- 
duces its publications to the same size, and many other 
organizations have learned to appreciate the advantages 
of orderliness in the catalogue file. 

Last year—or was it earlier? —the B.S.I. formed a com 
mittee to consider the standardization of literature sizes 
for industry as a whole. A very large number of trades 
were invited to take part and a surprisingly large number 
accepted the invitation. The R.I.B.A. and other profes- 
sional bodies were represented. As a result of their 
deliberations we now have B.S.1311:1955. In general 
the new standard follows the earlier B.S., the favoured 
sizes being adopted for all industries. 


I would like to see pressure brought to bear on manu- 
facturers to produce literature to standard size. This 
was done some years ago by the A.I.A. Members were 
provided by their Institute with sticky labels for attach- 
ment to manufacturers’ offending literature. The label 
bore words to the effect that the catalogue was being 
returned to the manufacturer because it did not conform 
to the agreed sizes for commercial literature. 
see the R.I.B.A. doing this? Gad, sir!

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I.4.A.S DINNER-DANCE 

Two well-known official architects spoke at the annual 
dinner-dance of the London and Home Counties Branch 
of the L.A.A.S. which was held last week at the Dorchester, 
Park Lane. Mr. J. Innes Elliott, who proposed the toast 
of the Branch, is Chief Architect of Scotland Yard with 
the official title of Chief Architect and Surveyor, Office 
of the Receiver for the Metropolitan Police District, New 
Scotland Yard. The Yard have a very large building 
programme ahead running into millions of pounds. They 
have completed 5,000 family units since the war; Mr. F. J. 
Meekins, I1.A.A.S. Branch Chairman, dealing with the 
guests, put it rather nicely: “ Every time he (Mr. Elliott 
completes a new building, he has to maintain it.” 

The other official architect was Mr. John Harrison, 
County Architect of Surrey who is present Chairman of 
the Society of Official Architects. I am glad to hear he is 
standing again for the chairmanship of the Society and I 
hope he long continues in office. 

Lt.-Col. Henson, President of the 1.A.A.S., mentioned 
that the Society had found bigger and better headquarters 
in Belgrave Square. Speaking about productivity, he said 
that it should not be left only to the contractor and 
operatives; the architect and the surveyor could share in 
that. With all of which Abner agrees. 

I am told that the junior members section of the 
LA.A.S. has been reorganized on a new basis. The 
rearranged section will include, in addition to students of 
non-qualified grades, qualified members up to, and includ- 
ing, 30 years of age. A programme is being prepared to 


extend the activities of the section and it will be sub 
divided into branches of architecture and surveying, a 
feature which is a mark of the main organization.

RUSSIAN STAMPS 


Some of the latest Russian stamps illustrate, in bright 
colours, buildings at the 1954 Agricultural Exhibition. 
The architecture would have fitted in well at the Chicago 
World Fair of 1935, but I imagine that the stamps are 
well worth keeping in view of present trends in Soviet 
architecture. Within quite a short time it may easily 
become an offence for a citizen of the U.S.S.R. to be 
in possession of pictures of such unfunctional buildings. 

It seems that we, too, are to have pictorial stamps. The 
four high-value stamps, 2s 6d, 5s, 10s and £1, have not 
yet been issued for this reign and the P.M.G. is con- 
sidering the use of pictorial designs. No mention has so 
far been made of the scenes or buildings to be shown, 
but let us hope they will not forget the claim of modern 
buildings, for example, Liverpool Cathedral, The Royal 
Festival Hall and some of our less fashionable 20th-cen- 
tury monuments.

HE estate consists largely of houses with few non-conforming uses. There are 
few shops and no open spaces except Lorrimore Square (private open space 
There are several distinct house types. The two main categories are: — 
(a) Two-storey in poor structural order 


b) Three-storey in better structural order. 
There is also a number of two-storey houses in better structural order. Densities 
range from about 80 to 200 persons per acre. The age of the property is mostly 1856 
or thereabouts, and some of 1890. The houses were erected by a number of jobbing 
builders. 


Most houses have back gardens of reasonable size. Front gardens are small or 
non-existent. There is a number of trees. The houses have one lavatory and no 
bathrooms, inadequate plumbing, antiquated kitchens and fireplaces. No conversions 
into self-contained flats have been carried out. 


There are no individual or groups of buildings of outstanding architectural or historic 
interest but the terraces of two- and three-storey houses, dating from the middle and 
latter part of the 19th century, provide pleasantly regular urban street elevations com- 
prising stock brick and stucco-dressed facades. 


The existing road pattern is rectangular and adequately serves the estate. No exten- 
sive road works would be necessary on redevelopment. The suggested policy for the 
combined redevelopment and rehabilitation of the estate is as follows: a test portion 
of the estate has been selected for which tentative proposals are made. The basis of 
these proposals is as follows: 


a) Rehabilitated area—The thorough rehabilitation of the three-storey houses 
in the vicinity of Lorrimore Square and also the substantial two-storey houses (e.g., 
Olney Road). This would involve conversion of houses into flats. Extensive repairs 
would be required. The aim would be to create dwellings generally capable of 
lasting 30 years or more. 


b) Redeveloped area: (i) First phase.—Areas of war damage and obsolete houses 
to be redeveloped close to new open spaces at a high density to balance the lower 
density in the rehabilitated area. (ii) Second and third phase.—Revelopment partly 
to way of new small terrace houses in the centre of the estate and also flats and 
maisonettes to achieve an overall density within the estate of 136 persons per acre 


The advantages of combined rehabilitation and redevelopment are: (a) Density and 
population.—The density of the rehabilitated portion when rehabilitation is complete 
would seem to be about 90 persons per acre. This will mean that a loss of population 
will result. To bring the whole estate up to 136 persons per acre it will be necessary 
to have higher densities in the redeveloped areas. It is suggested that the highest 
density should be achieved near the proposed open spaces. Also, in order to afford 
a variety of development, some small new terrace houses could be provided at a density 
of about 60 persons per acre 


Approximate figures in regard to existing and proposed population in the Test Portion 
are as follows: Existing, 3,875; proposed, 4,480 persons 


(b) Layout-—A mixture of redevelopment and rehabilitation provides great scope 
for variety and interest. The layout (overleaf) shows a wide range of types of dwelling 
New flats, maisonettes and small houses are proposed, as well as flats and maisonettes 
in old dwellings, some of the smaller of which might be retained as single family houses 


With conversion into self-contained flats or maisonettes, the use of the gardens of

New Hospital Building 

The scope of building activity con- 
tinues to expand. After houses and 
schools comes news about hospitals. 
New major projects, including new hos- 
pitals, and the replacement and re- 
deployment of plant, are to be assisted 
by the provision of additional capital 
from the Exchequer in 1956-57 and 
subsequent years. The proposals con- 
stitute the first programme of new 
hospital building since before the war. 


The Minister of Health told the House 
of Commons of the Government’s 
intentions on February 9. It was pro- 
posed, he said, in 1956-57 and 1957-58 
to start major new building projects to 
a total value of £74 million and £10 
million respectively. For the plant re- 
placement and redeployment pro- 
gramme £2 million would be available 
in the first of these years and £4 mil- 
lion in the second. Quite apart from 
these amounts, there would be £9 
million available in 1956-57 and £10 
million in 1957-58 for capital expendi- 
ture on other works. It was difficult 
to be precise about the total annual 
expenditure involved in these two 
years, but it was expected to be about 
£13 million and £18 million respec- 
tively. These figures covered only 
work financed from Exchequer funds. 
He hoped that a fair amount of hospital 
building work would be financed from 
other sources during this period. 


Full discussion with the hospital 
boards would be necessary before all 
the projects to be undertaken could be 
settled. They had already been asked 
to bring to completion the planning of 
a first batch of major projects, to a total 
value of some £7 million and these 
would almost certainly be among those 
started. They included new general 
hospitals, or the first stages thereof, for 
Welwyn, West Cumberland, West 
Cornwall, Harlow and Swindon, the 
development of the Glangwili Hospi- 
tal, Carmarthen, a new mental hospital 
near Wolverhampton, major extensions 
at mental deficiency hospitals in the 
Newcastle, Sheffield, and Liverpool 
regions and in Wales, new out-patient 
departments at the Royal Victoria In- 
firmary, Newcastle, the Leeds General 
Infirmary, and the Lewisham and 
North Middlesex Hospitals, a new 
block at St. James’s Hospital, Balham, 
and major extensions to the Peter- 
borough Memorial Hospital. Consider- 
able expenditure was also likely to be 
needed during the period for making 
good structural defects at the Man- 
chester Royal Infirmary. 


There would also be many other pro- 
jects which would need to be con- 
sidered for inclusion, in the light of 
the further discussions to be held with 
hospital boards and the progress made 
with their preparation. Examples of 
the type of project he had in mind to 
start within the next few years were the 
new Cardiff teaching hospital, the re- 
building of Charing Cross Hospital at 
Harrow, a new ward block at Guy’s 
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Hospital, 
Slough, 


new general hospitals at 

Boston (Lincolnshire), 
Coventry, and Sheffield, and new 
mental hospitals in Lancashire and 
Yorkshire, but he could not say which 
of these would be started in 1956-57 
and 1957-58. 


The Government believed, Mr. Iain 
Macleod concluded, that these outline 
proposals represented what could rea- 
sonably be achieved over this period. 
The announcement got a warm wel- 
come from the House, and in replies to 
a string of questions the Minister made 
it clear that the new programmes were 
distinct from the normal capital alloca- 
tions to the regional boards, which 
would be maintained. The new teach- 
ing hospital at Cardiff, which he said 
retained its “first priority” for a com- 
pletely new teaching hospital, was an 
enormous project, nowhere near ready 
yet. The architectural competition 
had not taken place, and it would 
therefore be the wildest guess to say 
when it would be started. Whether the 
new Charing Cross hospital on the site 
at Northwick Park, Harrow, would get 
into the 1957-58 programme depended 
on many things, but it stood a very 
good chance. 


Concrete Research 


Mr. Skeffington asked whether the 
reduction in expenditure at the Build- 
ing Research Station on operational 
research and on research into concrete 
had yet been restored. Mr. J. R. 
Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Works, replied that the 
economies made in 1950-52 in opera- 
tional research, which formed part of 
a general reorganization of the Build- 
ing Research Station, had not been 
restored. Research into concrete was 
not greatly affected. Mr. Skeffington 
suggested that it was time this 
economy was made good. Mr. Bevins 
disagreed, stating that there was now 
less need for operational research in 
the building industry. For example, 
there used to be a lot of surveys into 
productivity in the industry, but since 
that time productivity had gone up by 
about 10 per cent, and they were not 
now so necessary. (Feb. 8.) 


Historic Building Tenancies 
Mr. Nigel Birch, Minister of Works, 


stated in answer to Mr. E. Fletcher 
that the Historic Buildings Bureau had 
so far found prospective occupiers for 
three historic buildings that were 
without a use. Mr. Fletcher asked him 
if it was true that a number of these 
houses, such as Staunton Harold and 
Rushbrooke Hall, for which the 
Ministry had offered a grant, were un- 
occupied and likely to fall into decay. 
Mr. Birch said that the reason for set- 
ting up the bureau was the great diffi- 
culty in finding tenants for historic 
houses. A tenant could always be 
found for a small house near London, 
but it was difficult to find a tenant for 
a palace in the country.

On the recommendation of the 
Judges, among whom was Sir Hugh 
Casson, one of the three Consolation 
Prizes of £25 has been made into a 
Third Prize and increased to £35. The 
winner of this prize is Mr. Stanley 
Rickard, of Mitcham, Surrey, who is a 
student and therefore an amateur. The 
remaining two Consolation Prizes of 
£25 each go to Mr. F. T. Oliver, of 
Westcliffe-on-Sea, Essex, and to Mr. 
Peter Watkinson, A.R.I.B.A., of Leeds. 
The entry of Mr. J. M. Burford, of 
Birmingham, was commended by the 
Judges. 

The Prizes will be awarded at a 
Prizegiving Luncheon to be held on 
Wednesday, March 9, at the Savoy 
Hotel, when the Chief Guest will be 
Mr. William Deedes, M.P., Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Ministry of Hous- 
ing and Local Government.

HIS canteen was designed for a double function 
Primarily it is a works canteen for the new Bartrev 
factory of Vere Engineering Co. Ltd., at Marks Tey, 
Essex. Secondarily it is a demonstration of the capa- 
bilities of Bartrev board, its uses, finishes, methods of 
application and so on. 

The site, on the east side of the factory was level. 
The window of the canteen faces south-west and the 
kitchen and ancillary parts of the building are grouped 
together at the north end. The canteen has been designed 
to provide for thirty-six persons at one sitting and the 
kitchen is equipped to provide full meals for day and 
night shifts.

Construction

The canteen is of steel frame construction with ren- 
dered brick and facing brick panel walls. The columns 
are box section, the beams normal I section.

finished with three layers of built-up felt covered with 
granite chippings. It is laid on two-inch wood-wool 
slabs on timber joists. The ceiling is Bartrev board with 
a natural finish in the canteen and painted in the kitchen 
in four-foot squares. 


Finishes 


The window wall of the canteen is of quarter inch 
polished plate glass set in vertical aluminium glazing 
bars, the entrance door is of half-inch armourplate from 
Pilkington Bros. Ltd. The inner skin of the cavity 
walls is made up of two twelve-foot by four-foot Bartrev 
sheets glued to a timber framework, the facing surfaces 
are veneered with fruit cherry and mahogany. 

The floor is screeded and finished with black and 
white terrazzo paving. The light fitting and the tables 
were produced for the canteen by the designers. The chair 
fabric was designed by Tibor Rirch F.S.1.A. in black and 
white and woven with a deep texture by Tibor Ltd. The 
chairs are from Finmar Ltd. 








The Mural is a symbolic tree in black line on a white 
ground, by S. R. Badmin, R.W.S. 

The kitchen and servery were planned integrally with 
the canteen to give a free flow of working space without 
a direct view from the canteen of kitchen activities. 
The servery is equipped with a stainless steel double 
sink and drainer and a complete storage unit with working 
surfaces. The shelving, doors and draws are of painted 
unfaced Bartrev board, the wall panels are veneered 
The floor finish is in quarry tiles.

view of the expanding industrial requirements of post-war Burma, the Government of the Union of Burma initiated 
university education with the intention of producing the qualified personnel necessary to direct this development. A need 
has thereby been created for technical and trade supervisory skill to support the programme. The architects for the new 
Engineering College of Rangoon University, Raglan Squire & Partners, were therefore, in December |953, further appointed 
by the Minister of Education to prepare a scheme for a Polytechnic and High School. Accompanying illustrations show 
a layout plan and model of the new buildings, which will be erected by the British contractors who are already engaged 
yn the construction of the Engineering College. Diagrammatic plans of Polytechnic are shown on page 21/1. 


polytechnic 
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The Site 


The site is situated six miles north of 
Rangoon on a slope overlooking the 
Royal Lakes and occupies an area of 
approximately 30 acres. 


Planning 


The Polytechnic was planned as a 
major extension to the small existing 
Artisan’s Training Centre in Rangoon 
and will cater for 300 day students and 
300 living-in students who will come 
from the provinces and states of the 
Union of Burma. The school will provide 
tuition for a two-year day course in most 
of the technical trades with emphasis on 
building and engineering and will also 
run night school classes. The students 
will not normally go on to the University 
as the scheme is intended to provide the 
shop foreman, site works supervisor 
class and not the professional class of 
technician. 

Accommodation for students living-in 
has been provided for in a three-storey 
hostel block, with separate quarters for 
servants and wardens. 

The High School will be co-educational 
non-residential for 1,000 boys and girls. 

Provision has been made for the 
accommodation of teaching staff in an 
eight-storey block of flats. 

Included in the site layout are football! 
pitches, tennis courts and a running 
track.

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REVIEW OF THE R.I.B.A. PRIZES AND 


LOOK forward to and usually enjoy listening to the 

President of the R.I.B.A. deliver his words of wisdom 
to the students, and to the Critic deliver his criticism of 
the prizes and studentships. This year I left No. 66 Port- 
land Place with a most uncomfortable feeling in my system. 
I was not the only one. 

When the last words of the evening are, “I wish to 
thank the proposer of the vote of thanks for his unkind 
words,” I think you will agree that something has gone 
wrong. In case you were not at the prizegiving perhaps I 
should explain what happened and leave you to be the 
judge. 

The President delivered the shortest address to students 
that I feel certain has ever been delivered. If he had only 
warned us at the beginning I would have timed him and told 
you how many seconds he took. I am afraid we were all 
rather taken aback at the brevity of his address. What he 
did say was very true and to the point. As architects you 
should provide the client with what he wants, at the right 
price and at the appointed time. No one, I hope, will 
disagree with these words. 

Mr. Raymond C. Erith, the Critic, delivered his criticism, 
in the course of which he took the opportunity of giving 
advice to students. I feel certain that his advice was well 
meant and contained points which might with profit be 
turned to good account by the students. 

Mr. Anthony Chitty was deputed to propose the vote 
of thanks to the President and the Critic. He rose to per- 
form the task, wiping his eyes, and opened his remarks 
with, “ What can I do? I am almost in tears with anger.” 
Mr. Erith’s words on Truth and Beauty appear to have 
been the cause. Mr. Chitty ended by suggesting to the 
students that they pay no attention to the advice offered 
and he felt certain he would have the satisfaction of knowing 
his advice would be followed, and he thereafter thanked 
Mr. Erith for infuriating him. 

The President appeared to be of a like mind to Mr. 
Chitty. Professor Edwards, the seconder of the vote of 


thanks, tried to retrieve the situation, by offering his sym- 
pathy to Mr. Erith, and stating that in his estimation he 
had given some helpful advice to the students. The damage, 
however, had been done. 

I hope the gentlemen concerned in this unhappy affair 
took note of the action of, I believe, Mr. Gilmour of Peebles, 


winner of the R.I.B.A. Intermediate Design prize. He was 
the first to walk down the aisle to receive his award, and 
shake hands with the President. Mr. Gilmour went out 
of his way to shake hands also with the Critic. This was a 
very thoughtful and touching gesture, and must have been 
very gratifying to Mr. Erith. If it was not Mr. Gilmour, 
I offer my apologies to the student who undertook, on behalf 
of the students, to express by this gesture their appreciation 
of his advice. 

I wonder what Mr. Erith’s thoughts are on his criticism, 
and Mr. Chitty’s on his remarks, when they have both had 
time to reflect. Mr. Erith’s are, I believe, in print, but I 
wonder if Mr. Chitty’s will appear in the records of the 
meeting, as delivered, or will they be modified? I am not 
going to enter into the controversy as to who was right 
or wrong. All I will say is, I left the 1955 Criticism with 
an uneasy feeling. 

Let us now turn to the prizes and try to forget this 
unhappy affair. 

The two outstanding features of the 1955 prize list, are 
the predominance of winners from the provinces, and that 
unfortunate phrase which appears on three occasions 
“not awarded.” In past years the London schools figured 
prominently in the award lists, but this year the North of 
England and Scotland have taken a prominent place. Are 
the students in London too busy? Are they too lackadaisi- 
cal to bother?—or is it too much below their dignity to 
enter for these prizes? I, and many others, would be inter- 
ested to know why the London schools appear to ignore 
these prizes and studentships. In my day it was an honour, 
both to the school and to the student, to figure in the 
R.I.B.A. Prize-list. I feel I am safe in saying that it is still 
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STUDENTSHIPS 


looked upon as an honour in the provinces. I still look upon 
an award as one of the senior prizes, as the highest honour 
that can be bestowed upon a student. Perhaps I am old- 
fashioned in my ideas but the Prizes Committee must, I 
feel sure, be perturbed regarding this attitude to the prizes. 

It was very disheartening to hear, when the list was read 
out, that in the case of the Arthur Cates, Owen Jones, Essay 
Prize and the Bannister-Fletcher Essay, no award was made. 
What is more perturbing is the fact that no applicants came 
forward for the Arthur Cates, which carries with it the sum 
of £115, free of income tax. Of the 40 occasions on which 
this prize has been offered, no award has been made on 
18 of these, and this year will make it the third time that 
no entry has been received. This must be very disappoint- 
ing to the Prizes Committee who, only a few years ago, 
considered this prize and the reasons for the lack of interest, 
and amended the conditions in the hope that it would attract 
more entries. 

Has the time arrived when the whole set-up of the condi- 
tions of the prizes might be considered, and the prizes 
booklet re-edited? I am afraid I have taken this annual 
booklet for granted over the last 20 years, but the above 
point was put to me by a student who, like myself, is 
interested in these annual awards. 


Measured Drawings 


One very pleasing feature this year is the renewed in- 
terest in measured drawings. The interest was there, but 
I am afraid, in many cases, the students had not got past 
this stage. Still it was pleasing to note that there were nine 
entrants. 

The winner was Mr. NEVILLE WHITTAKER, with his partly 
coloured drawings of the saloon at Holkham Hall (1684- 
1748). 

At first glance one wondered why these drawings had been 
awarded the medal, but on careful examination it became 
obvious. It is many years since a set of measured drawings, 
upon which such infinite care and patience have been spent, 
hung in No. 66. It was obvious that Mr. Whittaker had a 
feeling for this building, and this he portrayed in his 
drawings. The draughtsmanship was superb. 

The Jury, through Mr. Erith, passed on the following 
comments which future competitors would do well to note. 
In the Prizes and Studentships pamphlet it advises students 
to consult the Director of National Buildings Record, when 
you choose a subject. The object of this suggestion should 
be obvious, but apparently isn’t. You should choose a 
subject worth measuring, which will be an addition to exist- 
ing records. 

Mr. Whittaker’s drawings were partly coloured as he felt 
that the dignity and charm of this saloon was to a great extent 
enhanced by the rich colours. The Jury wish it to be known 
that the fact that a coloured set of drawings has won this 
year, in no way sets a precedent. 

I wish to express my sympathy to Mr. Ian Curry, who 
submitted an interesting set of drawings of the Divinity 
School at Oxford, and the Lady Chapel at Long Melford. 
I believe, if my memory serves me right, that this is Mr. 
Curry’s second try. He is worthy of congratulations for his 
perseveranice. 

After inspecting this year’s entry the Board might, with 
advantage, give a lead to students on the question of the 
mounting of drawings. The prizes pamphlet merely states 
“drawings must not be mounted.” One is tempted to ask 
“on what?” I can see the force of not wishing to have 
drawings submitted on large strainers which are difficult to 
hang and transport, but mounting has progressed consider- 
ably from the strainer days. I can see no reason why draw- 
ings cannot be mounted on holland; the appearance would 
be considerably enhanced and there would be no difficulty 
in hanging. I believe the Board might be sympathetic to 
this view and any future competitor might like to verify the 
point. 

The Neale Bursary, which is awarded for the measure- 
ment of old buildings, attracted seven entrants and was 
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awarded to Mr. D. W. INSALL, of Bristol. 
Bursary has been increased by £25 to £1235. 

Mr. Insall has specialized in the care of old buildings and 
has recently been engaged to prepare a detailed measured 
survey of the ancient buildings of Winchester College. 
Although these drawings were not on exhibition, which was 
a pity, through the kindness of Mr. Insall I had the pleasure 
of seeing both his survey notes and drawings. As Mr 
Erith stated, Mr. Insall takes the business of measuring 
seriously, and his drawings are a model in clarity and 
method. He informs me that, in the preparation of 
measured drawings he has become interested in the possi- 
bilities of photogrammetry and has evolved a photographic 
method of surveying otherwise inaccessible parts of build- 
ings. 

It is Mr. Insall’s intention to spend a period of concerted 
research on the whole question of photogrammetry applied 
to architecture. He proposes to carry out a programme of 
experiments in order to compare different equipment, 
methods and materials, to determine the relative accuracy, 
applications and limitations of the technique. 

To put his research into practice he proposes, time per- 
mitting, to make an illustration of photogrammetric methods, 
with a measured survey of certain of the bombed churches 
in the centre of Bristol, of which no adequate records exist 
at present. 

Whilst wishing Mr. Insall every success in his research, 
I have one fear and that is that his photographic method of 
surveying may be used for other than inaccessible parts of 
buildings. There has been a decline in the attitude of the 
present-day student and, I can only assume, in the schools, 
to the measurement of old buildings, and this photographic 
method may make it possible for the student to record a 
building without measuring it. A most regrettable step. I 
hope his report on this intriguing subject will be published. 

My sympathy goes to Mr. Arnold, who was proposing. 
had he been successful, to study and record in detail Friends’ 
Meeting Houses. I have always enjoyed inspecting these 
very honest and pleasing little buildings and I hope Mr 
Arnold will apply again and that he may be successful. 

Congratulations to the two students from Manchester 
Grammar School who submitted measured drawings. Both 
sets of drawings showed promise for the future. 

Five applications were received for the Hunt Bursary, 
which is awarded for the study of Housing and Town Plan- 
ning. This year it was awarded to Mr. A. H. BANNERMAN, 
of Aberdeen. To assist others who may be considering 
entering for this prize, Mr. Bannerman kindly supplied me 
with information regarding the material he submitted. It 
may be divided into three groups: first, research and studies 
in the form of surveys, development proposals and maps; 
secondly, redevelopment schemes, housing layouts, etc., 
which he had worked upon in the offices of a local authority; 
and thirdly, personal studies and research on the subject of 
housing and housing layout. 

Mr. Bannerman proposes to make a study of the residen- 
tial development in the New Towns of Harlow, Hemel 
Hempstead, Crawley and Stevenage. He proposes to make 
an analytical study of these which will range from the broad 
aspects of neighbourhood unit planning to the particular 
considerations of residential layout.

The Bossom Research Fellowship 


The Alfred Bossom Research Fellowship for post-graduate 
research has been awarded to Mr. H. WERNER ROSENTHAL, 
of Leicester, who is well known to readers of the A. & B.N 


for his articles on architectural education. Mr. Rosenthal 
is proposing to make a study of structural theory and its 
effect upon architectural practice. His aim is to find out 
from practising architects how far they feel that an under- 
standing of structural theory is assisting them or otherwise 
in their approach to design; if and at what stage they call 
on the services of a structural consultant; if a better under- 
tanding of the theoretical aspects of structure would have 
been welcome. He hopes to find out how they were taught 
and if the obviously prevailing absence of knowledge on 
structure or the negative attitude by many taken towards 
this side of theory was caused by inadequate and unsym- 
pathetic teaching. He hopes to investigate teaching methods 
and proposes to put forward some constructive suggestions 
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which may not remain confined to structural theory but 
affect structure generally and thereby design. His studies 
are to be carried out abroad as well as in Britain, in all those 
countries which are making a contribution to modern 
architecture. 

I am pleased to note that he is to investigate the teaching 
mehods, as in my day very little was done to give attention 
to the relationship between theory of structure and design 
I have often wondered if, over the years, these two subjects 
have been successfully “married.” It would appear from 
Mr. Rosenthal’s programme that this is far from the case 
Many of us who are interested in architectural education 
will, I feel sure, look forward to reading his report in the 
R.I.B.A. Journal. 


The Rose Shipman Studentship 


The Rose Shipman Studentship has been increased in 
value from £350 to £600 per annum and, as far as monetary 
award is concerned, becomes the premier prize. This may 
be the reason why there were eight applicants this year. For 
what purpose is this Studentship awarded? The conditions 
are vague on this point. All they state is “ The Studentship 
will be awarded for the study of Architecture.” The only 
other guidance given is that “the R.I.B.A. have prior rights 
of publication,” which obviously means a report or thesis, 
and “a brief outline of the applicant’s intentions regarding 
his proposed study and travel”—in other words a tour is 
required. 

To try and assist future applicants on the question of the 
type of work that may be considered suitable by the Jury, 
I have solicited the help of Mr. ALtan REeEp, B.A., 
A.R.LB.A., who is this year’s successful applicant and has 
been awarded £450 to carry out his proposed studies. 

Mr. Reed is proposing to make a study of the repair and 
conservation of historic buildings. As he states in his appli- 
cation to the Jury, the problems confronting those respon- 
sible for the repair and conservation of historic buildings 
are common to most of the countries of Europe. There has 
hitherto been little exchange of ideas or methods and there 
is no published work dealing comprehensively either with 
the factors affecting the future of old buildings or the tech- 
nical methods available for their conservation. Much work, 
he points out, has been done in Italy and Poland for the 
stabilization of soi] in the foundations of old buildings in 
Warsaw and Pisa. Similar methods have not been tried, as 
far as he is aware, in this country 

Far more work has been done on the repair of brick 
structures in Holland than anywhere else in Europe. A 
large scale investigation of the repair and conservation of 
wall paintings has been made in recent years in Denmark 
The repair of stonework has been tackled in many countries, 
in different ways and far more work has been done in France 
in the cure of damp conditions, particularly in stone, than 
anywhere else in Europe. 

Mr. Reed quite righly points out that at a time when 
numbers of country houses are threatened with demolition, 
to a large extent because of the need to spend money on 
repairs and when the resources of the churches are being 
harboured nationally to ensure that our ecclesiastical build- 
ings are not suffering the same effect, it seers to him that 
not sufficient attention is being paid to applying knowledge 
that exists with a view to ensuring an economy in execution 
with some certainty that the historic and visual value of the 
buildings will be preserved 

Mr. Reed is proposing to make a short tour of selected 
European countries and subsequently produce a publication 
of the findings he has collected, which he hopes will assist 
those whose work is connected with the preservation and 
conservation of our old historic buildings. 

I hope that in this publication Mr. Reed will devote a 
portion to the best methods of applying his findings to 
examples in this country. I think that we would all agree 
that there is no better or appropriate time than the present 
for this research and I hope that the R.I.B.A. will give 
every encouragement both to Mr. Reed and to the publi- 
cizing of his findings 

In their report on this prize the Jury made certain remarks 
which I feel future applicants would do well to consider 
As this is the largest of the Institute’s awards, candidates 

hould choose a correspondingly important subject. The 
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award is for architectural research. Research, they point 
out, is essentially a scientific process, and therefore candi- 
dates must show a clear appreciation of how to make their 
studies widely usable if they are to be successful applicants 
I think we will all agree that there is no point in carrying 
out research unless the results can be of benefit. Bear 
this point in mind if you are considering entering for this 
studentship in future years. 

I was sorry to see that there were only two applicants 
for the Owen Jones Studentship, which is awarded for 
the improvement and cultivation of knowledge of the suc- 
cessful application of colour as a means of architectural 
expression. Whilst I enjoyed Mr. Sealey’s drawings, which 
showed that he had a sensitive observance of colour in 
nature, I had a little difficulty in appreciating his theme 
One point in his drawings did impress me. He deait with 
the common or garden things in our towns and countryside 
which many students have difficulty in doing. In other 
words, he loked at the subject from the angle of the man 
in the street, and after all, it is he who matters. 

No award was made in connection with the Bannister- 
Fletcher Silver Medal for an essay. This is the second 
year in succession. Is the subject set the reason? In 
1953-54 the subject was the “Relevance of History «& 
Quality in Building To-day.” In 1954-55 the subject was 
“Prefabrication Before 1830.” Could you, in your Inter 
days, have written intelligently on either of these subjects? 

There were seven essays submitted for the R.I.B.A 
Silver Medal for an essay. No award was made, but a 
certificate of Honourable Mention and £25 was made to

which is to be officially opened in September, 1955 
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Mr. M. J. Brown for his essay entitled “In Defence of New 


Towns.” 

When I read that the Intermediate Design subject was 
“A Museum for Old Motor Cars” I looked forward to 
studying the finalists’ designs. I hear that there were no 
fewer than 398 competitors at the en loge but that the Jury 
had difficulty in selecting those who should be allowed to 
complete their designs. Mr. Erith informed us that the 
Jury argued for half an hour as to whether they ought to 
award the prize or not. 

I had the greatest difficulty in appreciating the drawings 
submitted. One was tempted to ask “ Where are we going 
as far as design is concerned?” Did the students know? 
They appeared to be at a loss, groping for something—but 
what? 

The Victory Scholarship Design was “An Exhibition 
Building and Offices for the Council of Industrial Design.” 
Mr. Erith informed us that the Jury just stood and wagged 
their heads. What was wrong? An easy question to ask 
but very difficult to answer. Are those of us who have left 
school a number of years ago totally out of touch with the 
modern trends in design? 

Mr. Erith suggested that the students were hidebound 
by tradition. One can only assume that he meant the 
modern tradition of their own making. As Mr. Erith put 
the cat amongst the pigeons, and we will, I feel sure, hear 
more on this subject, I will say no more than that I was 
disappointed in the essays in design.
